The United Synagogue’s “* Investment.” 

When the Council of the United Svnagogue met in July, 
endorsed. without a dissenting voice, the recommendation of the 
Honorary Officers to allocate £10,000 for the relief of the refugees. 
There was undoubtedly a misunderstanding on the part of some of 
the members present, who appear to have assumed that the amount 
voted was to go through the Central Fund and the Allocation Com. 
mittee. The statement issued a week afterwards by the Honorary 
Officers of the United Synagogue dispelled the misunderstanding, 
but raised a mystery and a crop of criticism. The £10,000 is to 
be invested in a scheme for printing and publishing in Pales 
tine the work of German Jewish sarvanfs whose careers in Germany 
have been brought toan untimely end. One of the reasons for the 
adoption of this particular scheme, we were told, was that it enabled 
the Constitution of the United Synagogue to be strictly complied 
with; otherwise there might have been some question on legal 
grounds about a grant not made for a purpose within the Metro- 
politan area. Investments for the furtherance of Jewish Culture, 
it appears, are not subject to geographical limitations. 
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The reve lation, howeve - that the scheme is an “mibitious one 
calling for a total capital of £100,000 has inevitably evoked doubts 
as to whether its utilitv will be commensurate with sotlarge a cost. 
Practically no details of the scheme have been made public, though

‘The Jewish reater, however, will be a 
trifle disappointed, nrove especially in view of the identity of the biographer. 
There is no period of Anglo Jewish history on which so much entirely 
fresh material has been discovered in recent years as the reign of the ist 
of the Tudors.

Thirty three ut the ive Berlin. Prot 
liarnack delivered a course of sixteen lectnres on the Hssence of 
Christianity. Students from all faculties flocked to hear him and 
there must be many men in Germany and le vond who still recall 
the earnestness of Ilarnack. his serious philosophy of life, his stress 
on true religion. ‘Those lectures left an HNpression —an hopression 
wy hi extended bevond the walls the niversil\V of Berlin kor 
the discourses were published in book-form: and thousands of 
people read the volume. It was translated into many languages: 
in England it appeared as" What is Christianity ? Ripe fruit of 
the thought of a scholar and a humanist. the lectures must have 
been an insmiration to many Christians. and although Jews had 
reasonable ground for complaint against Harnack because of his 
anti-lewitsh bias, some Jews probably found stimutus in the book 
Christianity, Harnack taught. preached the coming of the Kingdom 
of God and. the establishment 6f goodness lt brought to mankind 
the precious doctrine that God is the Father of all of us and that 
each soul possesses an incomparable worth. Bevond and above 
the conflicts and divisions of life on earth. regardless of the 
difference between Jew and Gentile. bond and free. there was the 
common brotherhood of man Christianity further propounded 
what Harnack terms ~ a higher righteousness.” culminating in the 
(rolden Rule, asking, “ What vou desire men to do to you, do vou 
uuto them.’ - That was the” new command of love 

Hlarnack died in 1930. It looks as though his teaching died 
with him. There must be manv men who heard those lectures ofl 
his: they would be in their earl!y fifties —not so old. after all. There 
must be-many more, men and women, who devoured the book when 
it appeared. Where is their Christianity? They seem to have 
forgotten Harnack's stress on the worth of the human soul. Many 
of these people must be among the clergy of the Protestant Churches 
in Germany, vet none that we know of have uttered a word of 
condemnation of the Nazi anti-Jewish policy as being un-Christian.

“Our people,” writes one of the authors.” must be liberated from 
Christianity. The Christian Church is an. unethical institution. 
Its idea of God was evolved two thousand vears ago by the inhabi 
iants of the Mediterranean area of civilisation who were tired of 
life . . . Christianity is an anachronism.” Does this express 
the view of the German Christians and thei teader, the Army 
Chaplain Muller? Looking at their published profession of faith, 
the ordinary Christian cannot help being troubled in spirit. The 
Church, they assert, must become militant against Godless Marxism, 
against Pacifism, against converting Jews. This hatred of Pacifism 
recalls Harnack’'s reference to the beauty in the Sermon on the 
Mount of Peace" Blessed are the Peacemakers, for they shall be 
called sons of God.’ The German Christians evidently reject the 
Sermon on the Mount. “~ Germanism,’ they declare, is a gift of God, 
warfare obedience to Gol.’ They are talking of abolishing Old 
‘Testament teaching in the schools and Universities and replacing it 
by courses in German Mythology. They are suggesting that there 
is no need for Chairs of Old Testament Studies. In the present 
anti-Jewish atmosphere, who will dare to stady Hebrew? Reuchlin’s 
work will surely be undone. Then there is the question of Jews 
who have become Christians. What is to be their fate? The 
German Church, we are told, has no room for them. They must 
fend for themselves. They must form a Jewish Christian Church 
of their own. “He who desires that Jews and Jewish neighbours 
should have the same ‘home rights’ as Aryan neighbours, let him 
vote for the candidates of the * Evangelian Church. He who does 
not desire such a thing, let him vote for the candidates of the 
German Christians.” Such are the sentiments expressed in the 
Election Address distributed in Berlin by the German Christians. 

The attitude of these German Christians is illuminated by one 
of their new creeds: “I believe in the God of the German religion, 
who works in Nature, in the ‘high’ spirit of man and in the power 
of my people. And I believe in the Saviour in distress, Krist, who 
strives for the ennoblement of the human soul. And I believe tn 
Germany, the country in which New Mankind will be formed.” 
What are we to make of such summer madness? What are those 
Germans thinking who heard Harnack, and have read Goethe 
and Lessing? How much of true Christianity is there in all 
this nonsense? Observe how even the founder of Christianity is 
described in what may be termed an Aryan fashion. He is become 
Krist!

Every applicant for 
citizeuship must prove that he does not belong to any of these 
categories. “Our State is not interested in a growth of non-Arvan 
population, the preamble says: “We do not want any race admix- 
ture, and we therefore refuse to accept any more non-Aryans, even 
if the applicant is of Jewish descent only very remotely.” Jews who 
fought for Germany at the front during the War will be exempt 
only if they produce proof that they joined up as volunteers. Non- 
Jews who apply for citizenship must undergo a medical examination 
and produce a certiticate from the State doctors that they are pure 
Aryans. 

Mass Arrests in Upper Silesia. 

Mass arrests of Jews in German Upper Silesia are reported 
from Beuthen. The arrests are made on the pretext that Jews 
living near the Polish frontier are furnishing atrocity stories to the 
Polish Press in Kattowice. Whenever the Polish Press publishes 
anything about ant!-Jewish activities in Germany ,a number of Jews 
are immediately arrested in German Upper Silesia as a reprisal. 
The Jews are consequently afraid of having any communication with 
people abroad, fearing even to reply to letters from their relatives. 

Polish Jews in Upper Silesia have lodged a complaint agains‘ 
the ban ou Shechita with the Arbitration Commission in Beuthen.

] Anyone -is non Aryan who is the offspring of non-Aryan, particular | 
Jewish parents or grandparents. It is enough if one parent or one grandparent | 
is now-Aryan. This applies particularly where “ny parent or grandparent 


belonged to the Jewish religion. Neither illegitimate birth nor adoption by non 
Jewish parents alters this provision. 


2. Every applicant for service as a Government official must produce prow! 
that both he and his wife are of Aryan origin. Every Government official wh» 
desires to marry must produce proof that the person he desires to marry is 0! 
Aryan origin. For this purpose documents must be produced (birth certificat ° 
parents’ marriage certificate). If the Aryan origin is doubtful a certificite wi!! 
have to be obtained from the race-expert of the Federal Ministry of the Interior. 

3. These regulations apply to officials in all States, municipalities, groups 
of municipalities and all other bodies, institutions and endowments enjoyine 


public rights. 

Professor Arthur Cohen, the well-known authority on National 
Economy, has been dismissed from the Munich Technical College 
for being a Jew. 

Professor Nawiasky, a Jewish expert in international law at the 
University of Munich, has been dismissed by the Reich Statthalter, 
General von Epp. 

A cireular letter has been sent to firms in Berlin by the Nazi 
Lawyers’ Association threatening to put them on the list of the 
boycotted firms if they continue to employ Jewish lawyers.

A violent speech against Jews has been nade in Nuremberg by 
Deputy Miinchmeyer, the notorious anti-Semite and ex-Pastor, who 
was unfrocked for dissohute conduct and pronounced by the Court “a 
rogue, a libertine anda money grabber. Jews who seduce German 
girls, he declared toa Nazi audience, should be sentenced to death. 
The speech. coming om top of the alread, dangerous anti-Jewish 
feeling in Nuremberg, is making the position of the Jewish popula 
tion extremely difficult and adding to the number of Jews leaving 
the city. 

The local police of Giessen have sent a Jew tothe concentration 
camp in Osthofen, without even bringing him before a magistrate, 
merely because they objected to his relations with Aryan giris. 

A strict order has been issued to the Reitchswehr that all officers 
and soldiers wishing fo marry will be required to produce proofs 
that their brides are pure Aryans and the families of their brides 
pro-Nazi.in their tendencies. 

Further bans on bathing by Jews are reported from various 
centres. The Municipal Council of Straubing, a Bavarian town on the 
Danube, has passed a decree prohibiting all Jews from bathing in 
the river there. 

At Fuerth, an important Franconian town, a by-law has been 
passed prohibiting Jews from bathing in the municipal river baths 
“in order to maintain law and order” and because of recent 
“unpleasant incidents.” It appears that Jews bathing at Fuerth 
have been molested. At Juist, a watering-place on the North Sea, 
seven Jews were expelled following the discovery that a swastika 
made of sand had been seratched out overnight. 

While hockey training was proceeding recently at the Cologne 
Stadium, SA. men appeared and ordered the trainer to turn away 
all Jews. The Jews were likewise compelled to leave the swimming 
baths. In addition, the Red and White Club has been compelled to 
prohibit Jewish entries for its tournament. It is hard to see how 
such measures can be reconciled with statements made before the 
Committee of the Olympic Games in Vienna to the effect that Jews 
will be accepted in the German teams. 

The Bavarian Press publishes an order forbidding members of 
the German Students’ Union of the University at Warzburg to contest 
sports events with non-Aryan students. Contravention of this ruling 
will bring severe punishment.

Of all the twenty-two Polish Jews who suffered from the hands 
of the Nazis at Nuremberg, the sufferings of Salomon Urbuch and 
his son are the most ghastly example of the Hitler barbarism. The 
Urbuchs were arrested by seven Navis in their house and taken 
into the forest. Four of the Nazis started beating them, and two 
others counted the number of blows, sneering. “ We want to see 
which of you can stand the most.” Later thew started to tear out the 
beard of Urbuch senior, beating him every time he eried with pain. 
The pain was so great that he begged them to kill him. When he 
collapsed, his son was told to pick him up and keep him erect near 
the tree. Then both father and son were ordered to collect the 
dung on the road with their bare hands and make it up into a heap. 
Both were later compelled to sign a document to the effect that 
they had been kindly treated. During the arrest. the Nazis stole a 
diamond ring from the house valued at 500 marks. In all the above 


cases the Polish Consulate has filed protests, so far without anv 
avail,

In addition, Jews were beaten and mishandled at Gleiwitz. A 
Jew named Shulim Goldberg was arrested near his house by Nazis 
aml beaten so seriously that he had to be treated by a specialist 
and could not move his head for several days. This happened on 
August 2nd. At Frankfort-on-Main, four uniformed Nazis attacked 
Moses Aaron Kula, and beat him severely. The police, to whom he 
turned for lielp, refused to intervene.

‘Wagner-Dammerung. 


The “Hitler Festival’ at Bayrcuth. 

A biting article on this vear’s “ Hitler Festival,” at Bayreuth, 
appears in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, which points out that if the 
Music Festival was to be in honour of Wagner, any manifestation to 
that effect was strangely absent, all the homage and publicity being 
entirely monopolised by Hitter (who, of course, had more need of it). 
Hitler's effigy scowled from the shop windows and Brown Shirts 
were the correct wear. Hitler attended the first six performanees 
and successfully defeated Wagner in eliciting the admiration 
of the public. Unfortunately, the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN goes on, 
his influence over Bayreuth was not confined to outward show but 
was depressingly marked in the quality of the performances. Nor 
was the fault on Toscanini’s side, to whose withdrawal no one could 
take exception. “ Toscanini’s wire announcing his decision not to 
conduct at Bayreuth undoubtedly gave Hitler unpleasant food for 
thought. IL am informed that the publication of that news practically 
stopped foreign bookings, and was followed by hundreds of cancel. 
lations from all parts of the world. The national pride that gave 
birth to the Nazi shibboleth ‘ Only German art performed by German 
artists’ must have been deeply wounded; but is it national pride ? 
Conversations I have had with prominent German musicians of the 
Nazi persuasion have convinced me that the actuating motive 1s fear. 
The German performers have seen with dismay that in nearly every 
instance the finest interpretative artists are foreign, and that the 
few of the first class who are German are also Jewish. They have

Prevention of Nazi Propaganda. 
From our Corre spond New York.! 


lt is now several months since the coming to power of Hitler in 
Germany and these months have seen a virtual metamorphosis im 
American Jewry. The first few weeks of the Hitler persecutions 
focussed attention upon the divisions in Jewish life as regards 
procedure on Jewish questions and then, as the ‘divisions seemed to 
widen, we saw a general revolt against the Jewish lendership. The 
demand for Jewish unity was spontaneous and came from all 
classes of opinion. It represented.a feeling that has been apparent 
for many yvears—that there should. be some form of united action 
the Jewtsh organisations, especially as regards overseas 
Jewish questions The Jewish organisations had to reckon with 
something they had not taken verv seriously before. and that was a 
Jewish public opinion which was definitely aroused 

lt is tobe noted that. in all the obfuscation ofthe Jewish leader 
ship the Rabbinate alone took the most realtstic attitude towards 
the German situation. it was the Rabbinate that first demanded 
unity among all facttons and later on was determined to take the 
initiative in creating a permanent representative organisation of

The 
press had no sympathy with the German Government at all and 
there has been neo criticism the vyorlid wide boveott 
against Germany on the part of reactionary newspapers from whom 


such criticism might have been expected, 


German-Americans Oppose Nazism. 
Heritage of Ideals. 


There is continued reason to believe’ that German-Americans 
can think for themselves and that not all of them will fall a 
prey to the Nazi propagandists in America. <A heartening indica- 
tion in this respect is the action taken bv Detroit German 
Americans who declared themselves in opposition to racial and 
religious bigotry. This declaration was made on “ German Day” 
before a vast throng of German-Americans in Detroit. It was 
declared by Mr. John M. Bischoff, President of the Unhabhingiger 
biirger-Bund (Independent Citizens’ League) that, whatever may bethe 
political tendencies in Germany, Detroit citizens of German descent 
stood united politically on the general principles of democracy behind 
President Roosevelt. It was to Washington, not to Berlin, that they 
looked for political guidance and leadership. Neither did they, as 
Americans, wish in any way to reflect the racial and religious con- 
flicts of the old country. German societies in Detroit then. as in 
the past, extended membership alike to Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews; to Slav, Semite and Magyar. They Cid not for a moment 
wish to forsake the German ideals. But it was the ideals of German 
philosophy, literature, music that they wished to uphold and pass 
on to their children. This was their heritage. It was the contribu- 
tion of the German people to the civilisation of the world, in return 
for what benefits they, as Germans, derived from the civilisations 
of other nations and races. 


Jew Bans German Artists. 


Mr. S. Hurok, a noted Jewish impresario and head of the 
Hurok Musical Bureau of New York, has refused to take on German 
concert artists, and has cancelled the contracts of German concert 
artists who have appeared in the United States under his supervision. 
Mr. Hurok stated that the American public must realize that any 
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German artists who come to America have to give the Hitler

Crushing Reply to S.W. African Nazis. 


Prohibition of Anti-Jewish Propaganda. 

A crushing reply to Nazi pretensions in the Mandated Territory 
of South-West Africa (formerly German South-West Africa) was 
delivered by the State Legislature last week, when a resolution was 
carried condemning Nazi propaganda. It runs: 

The House is of opinion that legislation should be introduced as soon a4 
possible prohibiting the continuance of Nazi or similar propaganda which 


might disturb relations between the various sections of the European popula 
tion, and compelling existing Nazi and similar movements to dissolve. 


The German delegates protested by walking out, but returned 
to vote, For some time, Nazi propagandists have been busy. While, 
according to THE TIMES, a few months ago the movement attracted 
only irresponsible elements among the Germans in the Territory, 
the numbers and intransigence of the Nazis in the Territory have 
lately grown rapidly. 

A compromise oh German claims for increased rights, by which 
reforms would not be put into operation “until the South African 
Union was satisfied that no grounds existed for doubting the 
sincerity of the Germans" in the Territory had been reached in 
May, but the return of Germans who had been on holiday in 
Germany inflamed the Nazis. 
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The immediate cause of the present trouble is a pro-German 


speech by Dr. Brenner, lately returned from Germany. Attempts 
have also been made to boycott Jews. Jewish children even have 
found swastikas drawn Ot their school books. These and other 
signs of the growth of the Nazi movement have seriously perturbed 
the Dutch and English, who take a most serious view of the situa. 
tion, and the agreement with the Union Government has now 


definitely broken down.

The profit on trading shows a decrease of over £230,000, which is the result 
of the heavy duty for ten months of our financial year and of the general 
depression, but fortunately we have been able to make very large savings in 
expenses. An itemcalling for remark is bad debts. Last year they totalled 
£27,000, largely due to one item which was non-recurring. I think vou will 
agree that to-day’s figure of £8,900 1s satisfactory, considering the very. difficult 
times through which we have been passing. 

No one regrets more than your Directors the necessity for making another 
cut in the dividend, but it must be remembered that the Kudget relief did not 
take effect until the end of April-—too late to give us any real assistance towards 
the losses we had been steadily incurring under the impossible bitrden of the 
heavy duty.
